Lightning rods, to do their work successfully, should be installed cor- 
rectly. These diagrams show the method of insta}lation con various shapes 


of buildings. 


Wie lightning is not responsi- 
ble for most farm fires, it us- 
ually causes more serious fires and 
greater destruction in rural areas 
than any other cause of farm fires. 
Fires from other causes can often he 
checked at the start, but. the light- 
ning. fire usually results in a com- 
plete loss. 


Both copper and iron are suitable 
for lightning conductors, but since 
the resistance of iron to the flow of 
electric current is about ten times 
that of copper it is plain that to be 
effective, iron rods would have to be 
So heavy that they are out of the 
question. Copper is resistant to ex- 
posure to the weather and also to a 
great extent to corrosion in the soil 
so long as it is free from ammonia. 
Due to the presence of ammonia, 
manure should never be allowed to 
‘pile up around a copper lightning 
rod. 

All connections or joints in cables 
must be carefully made and there 
should be as few as possible. A cop- 
per clamp is dependable when prop~ 
erly hammered down so as to make a 
joint which meets the regulations of 
the Lightning Rod Act. 

The purpose of lightning rods is to 
conduct electric charges from light- 
ning “to the ground, therefore the 
ground connections are the most im- 
portant part of a lightning rod sys- 
tem. 

Conductors should be brought down 
in as short a line as is convenient, 
taking care to avoid any sharp bends 
in the rod as this is not considered 
good practice. 

The important thing about ground- 
ing the rods is to make sure that 
every ground rod is always’in con- 
tact with: permanently moist earth. 
Various means are used for making 
the hole into which the ground rod is 
pushed, -but, however it is done, the 
rod should be pushed into the ground

Place Points On Chimneys 

The upright standards or points in 
a lightning rod system are important. 
These projections from the main con- 
ductor should be located on the high- 
est points of the building, such as 
chimney, ventilated outlets and the 
ends of the ridges of the buildings 
protected. Along a straight ridge of 


-a roof such as a barn, these uprights 


should not be more than 25 feet 
apart and they should not be much 
less than 4 feet high on an ordinary 
roof and should project 1 ft. to 11% 
ft. above the tops of chimneys or 
ventilators. These uprights should 
be rigidly braced on a three or four 
legged iron support which should ex- 
tend at. least half way up to the tip 
of the conductor, each leg being se- 
curely fastened to. the roof by means 
of a copper ‘or galvanized fastening. 
Weather vanes. ‘or the ornamental 
glass globes often seen on lightning 
rods are of no value and should not 
be put on. 


To complete a rodding system: for |~ 


a building, it is important to connect 
all metallic parts’ of the building, 
such as metal roofs, ridge caps and 
eave ‘troughing as well as the hay 
track, to the main conductors of the 
system. Standard weight. copper ca- 
bles‘ should be used when making 
these connections. Silos should also 
be protected, the conductor from the 
point on the silo being run to a sep- 
arate ground, or Avhere convenient it 
may. be connected into the conductor 
going down a corner of the barn. 


Metal covered buildings can be pro- 
tected without the use of a continu- 
ous conductor -along the ridge, but 
ground rods should be installed at 
two or more corneérs, the upper ends 
of these rods being securely connect- 
ed to the roofing sheets. Points 
should be installed along the ridge of 
the roofs of such buildings and on 
projections, each point being secure- 
ly connected to the metal roof. In 
such installations the metal of the 
roof acts as a conductor between the 
points. It should be mentioned that 
the effectiveness of grounds depend 
very largely on the soil. In a clay 
soil it*is not difficult to get a good 
ground, but in open soils, such as 
sand and gravel it is often necessary 
to use more grounds than in clay soil, 
also it may be necessary to go to 
considerably greater depths than is 
necessary in clay in order to secure 
grounds of sufficiently low resistance 
to pass inspection.

Scientists Seek | 
Cancer Cure 


On New Leads 


Doctor Believes The Root | 
Of The May Apple Holds 
The Key To Cancer Control 


BALTIMORE, Md.—A race’ which 
it is hoped may end in the discovery 
of a cure for cancer is going on in 
the laboratories of the John Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore. 

Eight scientists, attacking the 
problem from a different approach, 
are working in their laboratories 
tracing down leads, any one of which 
they think may result in a cure, or 
at least the discovery of some treat- 
ment which may halt the progress 
of the dread disease. 

“There is no cure for cancer now,” 

“one of them explained. ‘We are just 
beginning to understand some of the 
phenomena relating to cancer, and 
we hope our studies will bring an- 
swers to some of the puzzling ques- 
tions about uncontrolled growth, 
which is characteristic of cancer.” 

One. of the eight scientists; Dr. 
Maurice Sullivan, believes the root 
of the may apple may hold one of 
the keys to cancer control. 

Warts Vanish 

Sullivan discovered that the root 
chemically known as “podophyllum”, 
will cause certain warts to disappear 
in two or three days. But the sub- 
stance, he said, is highly toxic and 
cannot be used ‘on cancer without 
endangering the health and comfort 
of patients. 

Sullivan pointed out, however, that 
the drug does inhibit cell division and 
tissue growth, two outstanding char- 
acteristics: of cancer. Consequently, 
he wants to develop a substance with 
the same effect on tumors but one 
which is less toxic to the human sys- 
tem. 

Dr. Perrin Long and his associate, 
Dr. Emmanuel Schoenfield, are at- 
tacking cancer from a different 
angle. Scores of cancer-killing sub- 
stances are tested in their laboratory 
in an effort to find one which will 
not damage normal tissues. 

So far, several have caused tem- 
porary regressions in various types 
of tumors, but all are so toxic that 
only small dosages can be used.

PROVES SAFETY OF 
SERVING HOT DRINKS 
TO AIR PASSENGERS 


: MONTREAL. Making a hot drink 
in modern, high-altitude aircraft may 
seem simple to the passengers but it 
took scientists four months to make 
it safe for the stewardess working 
at the galley stove. 

The trouble was that water boils 
at 197 degrees at 8,000 feet while 
the boiling point drops to 156 deg. at 
30,000 feet, the cruising altitude for 
many transport aircraft with pres- 
surized cabins. 

With the pressure in the cabin 
equal to the air pressure at 8,000 
feet to prevent discomfort to pas- 
sengers, the breaking of a window 
while the plane is cruising at 30,000 
would allow the water in a coffee pot 
to turn to live steam, possibly caus- 
ing fatal scalds to anyone nearby.

|W haps: ABEL, who was really my 
, great-uncle on my, father’s side, 
might have’ been seventy-five years 
old, maybe ninety — no one really 
knew; but everyone khew he was the 
talkingest man that ever breathed. 
My mother said he had lived his life 
in a mill town somewhere in north- 
ern Pennsylvania as a patternmaker 
in*a foundry. But the things he'd 
tell: like the time his ship was 
wrecked off the coast of South Africa 
and he swam nigh unto twenty miles 
to reach dry land.

Farm Population 
Drops In The U.S. 


WASHINGTON.—Nearly 1,000,000 
persons left cities, towns and villages 
in the United States last year to set- 
tle on farms, but more than 1,500,- 
000 moved away from farms into 
cities, towns and villages. 

The January 1 farm population 
was estimated by the Department of 
Agriculture at. 27,440,000. That was 
110,000 fewer than the estimate for 
January 1, 1947, when a peak of -27,- 
550,000 was recorded after a 
year rise from 25,190,000 at the out- 
set of 1945. 

The 1947 decline in farm popula-
